But after all, the Intelligence, thefe 
Gentlemen keep with Foreign Affairs, muft 
be very litsle, if they do, not know, that 
the French Affairs are at too low an Ebb on 
ene hand, aad our Naval Force has been too 
ready al] this Winter, to put any fuch At- 
tempt upon us We have had for- 
merly a great Stir made about our wooden 
Walls And yet now the fame Gentle- 
men, that were of the Opinion they could 
prote&t us from all the World, dare not 
truft our wooden Walls to defend us againft 
a fingle Squadron, and the Efforts of a 
baffled Enemy; but we muft come toa 
Randing Army to be kept at home, and 
quarter'd upon the Country, to eat up oar 
Friends for Fear of an Impotent Eaemy. 

The Government has ail along taken this 
by 3 different Handle; the Rumours cfan 
Fnvafton have not been fo great as to dif- 
order and affright,.nor have they been fo 
fmall as toleave usnaked Therefore, 
tho’ certain Intefligence has from Time to 
Time affur’d us, that the French were inno 
Condition for fuch an Attempt, that what- 
ever Equipment of Ships were tatk’d of, 
there was yet no Shipping, either of Troops, 
Stores, Ammunition, Arms, Ge. which 
tauft be in Cafe of an Invafion 5. yet the 
Lord High-Admiral, to prevent all poffible 
Surprize, has kept from 2§ to g0 Men of 
Waralivays ready ia the feyeralPorts dariog, 
the whole Winter,. 
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This is the Equivalent to furnifhing of — 
Magazines, and placing of Armies in Scot- 
land; if we have 40 Men of War at Sea, 
ready tomeetthe Enemy, uponthefirtIn- 
telligence, the Party in Scotland may make 
their Defpair veryrational, the French are 
in no Likelihood to relieve them—— Ido 
acknowledge readily, the difcourag’d Cir- 
cumftances of the Enemy are not to be re- 
ly’d on, notarethe Frenchto becontemn’d. 
—But I think we may venture to fay, that 
when by certain Accounts from thence we 
know there is no Appearance of the leaft 
Preparation, when we know they are notin 
1 Pofture for fuch a Proje&, nor in a Coz- 
dition to execute it—And at the fame time 
we have a fuperior Naval Power to pre- 
vent them, if they did—Ic favours of that 
unhappy Spirit, that has always kept us 
uneafie, to be beating the Allarm at every 
Tarn, and keeping us waking with Appre- 
henfions of an Enemy at our Door. 

Let it fuffice us, and let us be thankful for ; 
it; the-Enemy are in no Condition for fueh 
an Attempt, ofr Army in Flanders js,2 
Guard to Stosland, they will find the Frega : 
better Employment, their Hands are like- | 
ly to be too full, and their Heads too, to , 
look fo far North I believe, I am not 
too arrogant in faying, that tho” we ought 
never to ¢ontemn an Enemy, fo 2s to be 
fecure; yet we may contemn this Enemy fo 
as to be fatisfy’d, Scotland is Mady Ways 
fafe She is Safe in the’ Enemy’s 
Weaknefs, and Safe in the Government’s 
Vigilance ; for while we have a vidtortous 
Army in Flanders, and a fuperior Power at 
Sea, they neither can {pare Troops, aor, if 
they could, can they execute their Defign. 

They may, as I have faid often, fend a- 

few Ships, and foment by fmall Affiftagces 
the reftlefs Spirits of their Party to at- 
tempt fome petty Difturbances, and if you 
had the whole Royal Navy in Svesla#d, you 
could sot prevent it. But this will not 
anfwertheir Bad, sor fupport their Friends. 
— And for a Squadson, with Troops, Stores; 
a Train, Ammunition, Spare-Arms, Ge, to. 
attempt the Capital, and make the Work 
National, without which they do nothings 
This is impofiible, as our Strength at Sea 
and their Weaknefs at Land, now fiand. 
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too much Confidence fay to our Friends in 
Scotland, who are in the true Intereft of 
the Government, and whofe Diftra@ions 
the Enemy findies in this Matter to en- 
creafe. Be cafe Neighbours, and laugh at 
the vain Blufters of .the Facobite Party, 
when they infulc you with the Returnofthe 
French, and the Ere@ing a new Govern- 
ment—— The french are in no Condition 


for it, affure them, and I think you may do 


it upon good Grounds ; one Year more will 
fhow them anew World 3 the broken Reed, 
their Cavfe refts upon, will fail them—— 
The French Power will acknowledge, it 
can fiand by them no longer, the King of 
France will abandon them, and complir ent 
their pretending Prince out of his E omi- 
niens, as.he did King Charles 11. in Obedi- 
ence, to the fuperier Law of Necefhity, and 
to prevent his being driven cut himfelf— 
You may venture to afflurethem, the King 
of France is already too fenfible of his being 
no Match for this Confederacy to carry on 
the War any longer, if he can obtain but 
any tollerable Conditions, among which 
his.proteing..the Pretender will be none 
ofsche moft dificult for him to yield up.
